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DIVISION I1

STANDING APPROPRIATIONS AND RELATED MATTERS2

Section 1. 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 140, is amended by adding3

the following new section:4

NEW SECTION. SEC. 1A. BUDGET PROCESS FOR FISCAL YEAR5

2015-2016.6

1. For the budget process applicable to the fiscal year7

beginning July 1, 2015, on or before October 1, 2014, in lieu8

of the information specified in section 8.23, subsection 1,9

unnumbered paragraph 1, and paragraph “a”, all departments and10

establishments of the government shall transmit to the director11

of the department of management, on blanks to be furnished by12

the director, estimates of their expenditure requirements,13

including every proposed expenditure, for the ensuing fiscal14

year, together with supporting data and explanations as called15

for by the director of the department of management after16

consultation with the legislative services agency.17

2. The estimates of expenditure requirements shall be18

in a form specified by the director of the department of19

management, and the expenditure requirements shall include all20

proposed expenditures and shall be prioritized by program or21

the results to be achieved. The estimates shall be accompanied22

by performance measures for evaluating the effectiveness of the23

programs or results.24

Sec. 11. PERSONNEL SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT PAYMENTS. The1

general assembly and the judicial branch shall not enter into2

a personnel settlement agreement with a state employee that3

contains a confidentiality provision intended to prevent public4

disclosure of the agreement or any terms of the agreement.5

Sec. 12. Section 8.9, subsection 2, paragraph a, Code 2014,6

a. All grant applications submitted and grant moneys8

received by a department on behalf of the state shall be9

reported to the office of grants enterprise management.

Neither an insurance producer nor an32

insurer has a duty to change the beneficiary of an insurance33

policy or contract unless clear written evidence of the34

policy owner’s intent to change a beneficiary of the policy35
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or contract is presented to the insurance producer or insurer1

in the manner required by the policy or contract prior to the2

payment of any insurance benefits under the policy or contract.3

Such evidence shall be provided in the same manner as a claim4

for benefits under the policy or contract.5

Malachy Roman Catholic Congregation v. Ingram, No. 12-18177

(Iowa Dec. 27, 2013), an insurance producer owes any duties8

and responsibilities referred to in this subsection only to9

the policy owner, the person in privity of contract with10

the insurance producer, and the principal in the agency11

relationship with the insurance producer.12
